Immigration-reform 
march set for Jan. 21st

Pro-immi grant activists in the United States called Tuesday for a giant 
demonstration in Washington for Jan. 21, the day after Barack Obama's 
inauguration as president of the United States, to demand a moratorium 
on raids and the reactivation of the debate on comprehensive immigration 
reform. At a press conference, organizers made it clear that in the demon- 
stration they will celebrate the historic entrance into the White House of 
a new president, and at the same time will demand that Obama keep his 
promise to carry out immigration reform. 

“We will continue to be active long after these elections, we represent 
millions of Americans committed to doing what's required” to achieve 
reform, Jessica Alvarez, president of the National Capital Immigrant Coali- 
tion, said. Alvarez believes the Hispanic community will use the political 
clout it displayed at the polls to demand measures favorable to the country’s 
biggest minority and an immediate end to immigration raids. 

Chung-Wha Hong, executive director of the New York Immigrant Co- 
alition, outlined five “expectations” for 2009: a “just and humane” reform; 
that the Democratic-controlled Congress take decisive steps towards reform; 
a moratorium on raids; reversal of the current government's administrative 
measures prejudicial to immigrants; and encouraging a “more respectful” 
dialogue. The activists want immigration reform to figure among the 10 
priorities of the new government in its first 100 days and that it finally 
include the Dream Act to legalize certain undocumented students. EFE

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Bolivia asks U.S. to — 
extradite former president

The Bolivian government has requested that the 
United States extradite a former president and two 
ministers in his 2002-2003 administration to face 
genocide charges. “We have officially delivered the 
letters rogatory requesting the extradition” of former 
President Gonzalo Sanchez de Lozada, ex-Defense 
Minister Carlos Sanchez Berzain and erstwhile 
Energy Minister Jorge Berindoague, the charges 
d'affaires at the Bolivian Embassy in Washington, 
Erika Dueñas, said Monday. Dueñas delivered the 
2,700-page petition to the State Department's director 
of Andean affairs, Kevin Whitaker. 

Also on hand to receive the documents was the 

U.S. ambassador to Bolivia, Philip Goldberg, who 
was expelled from the South American country 
after President Evo Morales accused him of inciting 
anti-government protests. Goldberg's presence at the 
meeting surprised Dueñas, who has been serving as 
acting head of the Bolivian Embassy in Washington 
since the United States expelled Ambassador Gus- 
tavo Guzman in a tit-for-tat move. “I didn't see the 
need for him being there,” Dueñas said. Sanchez 
de Lozada and the two ex-ministers face genocide 
charges, which Bolivian law applies in cases of 
“bloody massacres,” for the deaths of 63 people dur- 
ing attempts to quell an uprising by coca growers, 
unionists and peasant farmers that erupted over his 
plans to export natural gas to the United States and 
Mexico via Chilean ports. He also faces charges on 
eight other counts. EFE

President Felipe Calderon announced his appointment of Fer- 


President Felipe Calderon announced his 
appointment of a lawyer and former le gislator 
as Mexico’s new interior minister to succeed 
Juan Camilo Mourifio, who died in a Nov. 
4 plane crash. Fernando Francisco Gomez 
Mont, a member of Calderon’s right-wing 
PAN party, was chairman of the justice com- 
mittee in the lower house of Congress in 1991 
and represented his party before the Federal 
Election Institute, and he will now head the 
Interior Ministry. 

As the new chief of that ministry, whose 
responsibilities include law-and-order issues 
as well as organizing elections, Gomez Mont 
“will have to give continuity to the climate of, 
negotiation, daily dialogue and relations with 
respect to the country’s different political 
forces,” Calderon said. Among his first duties, 
the president said, will be that of strengthen- 
ing “legal and institutional mechanisms to 
prevent any kind of interference by organized 
crime in the electoral process” in 2009, when 
Mexicans will elect federal and state lawmak- 
ers as well as governors and mayors. 

Gomez Mont said during the brief ap- 
pointment ceremony that he will follow “the 
guidelines” laid out by Mourifio in “main- 
taining a respectful, institutional and frank 
dialogue” with the judicial and legislative 
branches and the governors of Mexico’s 
31 states. He said that the ministry will 
continue respecting freedom of expression 
and will maintain a relationship of “respect 
and coresponsibility” with the news media, 
and it will work for “respect for the dignity
